City Planners 
OK Scott Jones 
site plan

The site plan presented by Scott Jones for 
his new project at 562, 524, 510 Main St. 
and 549 North Liberty St. was approved by 
the Belleville Planning Commission at its 
regular meeting June 13. 

Jones said the official title for his project 
is Belleville Main LLC. 

Architect Wayde Hoppe presented 
drawings showing the plans that would 
start with building a strip mall on the west 
side of the site, with a new restaurant space 
for the Lunch Box, which would have to 
move to an interim part of that mall while 
the new Lunch Box building is constructed. 

Hoppe said at the north end of that part 
of the site would be a lakeside restaurant 
with a tower and a covered, outdoor dining 
areas with seated people looking out over 
Doane’s Landing to the lake. 

The parking lot would be in the middle 
with a grocery store on the east side of the 
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Restaurant on Liberty Street with outdoor, covered dining. 


site. The area north of the grocery store 
may be needed for more space for the store 
or could house other businesses. 
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Hoppe said Belleville’s ordinance 
requires 92 parking spaces and they’ve 
provided 92 spaces, including four barrier- 
free. There will be benches, a picnic table, 
trash receptacle, and bike rack. 

The proposed design of the grocery store 
features a large glass tower over the front 
entrance. Store entries would be from Main 
Street and from the parking lot.

Hoppe said the buildings would include 
limestone with a special bullnose top. 

He said he tried to give an attractive 
facade on Main Street and will have brick 
and limestone buildings and recessed 
windows. 

Since the parking lot is not level and there 
is a grade change, there will be a retaining

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Incident Friday night puts police into action at Strawberry Festival

wall along Liberty, a fence, and steps to 
the restaurant. There also is a entry/exit for 
vehicles onto Liberty, as well as Main. 

He said there would be no mechanical 
equipment on the roof. It will be necessary 
for grocery delivery trucks to back into the 
dock area off Liberty Street. 

Commissioner Kelly Bates pointed out 
there are no commercial vehicles allowed 
on North Liberty Street now, so that would 
have to be addressed. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said 
the house on Liberty was zoned RM and he 
suggests special land use approval for that 
as opposed to rezoning. 

Hoppe said they have been working with 
the city’s engineers on details, including 
the underground retention of rain water, a 
water quality unit, larger volume pipe. 

“We’re very close to having final 
engineering plans,” Hoppe said. 

It was suggested that the plans be shown 
to the fire and police departments for 
comments. 

Jones said he is waiting for DTE to 
shut down the gas lines so he can begin 
demolition. Also, the electrical line will 
have to be rerouted underground. 

The commission voted to grant special 
land use for the house, make the project 
part of B2 zoning, and to accept the 
project’s site plan. 

“TIl begin demolition as soon as I can get 
information from DTE,” Jones said. 

In other business at the June 13 meeting, 
the commission: 

e After a public hearing, approved 
sending changes to the city council for a 
final vote on the Outdoor Cafe Ordinance. 
This ordinance allows rooftop dining, with 
certain stipulations; 

e After a public hearing, approved 
sending zoning ordinance changes to 
the city council for a final decision. The 
proposed changes to the Central Business 
District takes out the stipulation of needing 
50% retail for each block; and 

e Deferred to the next meeting 
consideration of parking restrictions in the 
Central Business District.

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Scott Jones tells VBT Planning Commission about his condos’ plan

Scott Jones of Van Buren Township told 
the township planning commission about 
his plan to build more than 70 detached 
condominiums on 13.6 acres on the lake just 
west of Sandy’s Marina. 

Jones said this was a joint project with his 
sister and her husband, Tammy and William 
Osier. 

The present medium-density R1C zoning 
allows up to five units per acre, which isn’t 
right for Jones’ plan to put six or more units 
per acre. RM multiple-family residential 
zoning is required. 

Also, conditional zoning was recommended 
by the township so once the zoning is 
changed, nothing but condos can be put up. 
The applicant has to propose the conditions, 
under state law. 

Planning Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said there had been a couple of 
conditional plans in the past that didn’t go 
through. With conditional rezoning the 
original zoning is restored if the plan doesn’t 
materialize. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said the site has 
a future land use designation for Medium 
Density Single Family A (10,000 square 
feet). The township’s future land use map 
would need to be amended to allow for the 
higher density housing he said. 

He produced a projected timeline for the 
changing of the future land use map and 
rezoning with 15 steps that could result in a 
Jan. 21 rezoning. 

Jones said that timing is fine with him since 
he wasn’t planning to begin any sooner. 

Akers said potential rationale for a future 
land use map change includes that it is not 
uncommon to see residential developments 
at the 6-8 dwelling unit per acre density on 
Belleville Lake, including Ormond Drive 
and The Cove condominiums. 

Jones showed the planning commission 
proposals for five, ranch-style, open plans 
ranging in size from 1,488 to 2,010 square 
feet, with attached two-car garages and full 
basements. 

He said exterior features such as brick 
facades and Hardie fiber cement siding 
would furnish lasting beauty and low 
maintenance. Interior features would include 
granite countertops and lavish master suites.

Residents would have exclusive access to 
a 2,900-square-foot clubhouse with exercise 
room, billiards room, game room, reading 
nook and a large multipurpose room with 
kitchenette. 

When Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if he 
needed to build more than 70 condos, Jones 
said 70 is their minimum and maximum is 
74-75, with 6-8 units per acre. 

He said they will be on a single floor with 
75° frontage, with 4-5 units at 85’ frontage 
and a couple on 100’ lots. They will have 
easy access to Sandy’s Marina, so the 
builders don’t have to deal with docks. 

“There is definitely a need for that,” Jones 
said. “We have a lot of positive feedback.” 

Chairwoman Thompson told Jones if he 
had a layout concept to show at one of their 
meetings, it would help commissioners 
better visualize the project. Jones said that 
would be done. 

Jones said the four to five units just built on 
North Liberty Street in the City of Belleville 
are what he had in mind, with 10’ in between. 

Therese Antoinelli of Moving the Mitten 
real estate said it would be like Cherry Hill 
Village in Canton. She said people who want 
to downsize and not have to mow their lawns 
any more are who would be interested. They 
could go to Sandy’s Marina and get on their 
boat and become Snowbirds in the winter. 

Antoinelli said there is a need for more 
lakeside housing. 

“We have nowhere for our seniors to go,” 
she said, adding this new project will have 
main floor master bedrooms. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the Crystal 
Lake project on Denton Road north of 
Michigan Avenue is for ages 55 and up and it 
is very compact. 

After the discussion, the commission 
unanimously passed a motion to direct staff 
to take steps to amend the future land use to 
construct detached condos. 

Akers said he would send out a notice of 
intent to plan on June 17 and the project 
would be back before the commission on 
July 10 for a vote on sending the proposal to 
the township board. 

In other business at the June 12 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved the final site plan for Ashley 
Capital’s Crossroads North Distribution 
Center, which will be made up of three 
buildings totaling 1,579,325 square feet

on 158 acres on the northwest corner of 
Ecorse and Haggerty roads. VBT consulting 
engineer Dave Potter voiced concerns 
on traffic patterns and suggested a two- 
part permit which would require another 
traffic study in the future, but he said the 
county refused that suggestion.

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Disbarred attorney Thomas White 
released from prison June 18

Disbarred Belleville attorney Thomas 
Andrew White, 51, was scheduled to be 
released from prison on Tuesday, June 
18, after serving about four years and two 
months of an original 5-20-year sentence. 

Registered victims of White received 
letters announcing White would be released 
and be on parole until June 18, 2020. 

White was sentenced to 5-20 years in 
prison in 2015 for embezzling money from 
many of his clients in the Belleville area, 
many being senior citizens. His office had 
been on Main Street, across from city hall, 
for 20 years. 

He pled nolo contendere to the 20 felony 
charges brought against him. 

Defense attorney James Murray appealed 
White’s case, saying his client had been 
mischarged. He said the racketeering 
conviction was defective, legally and 
practically, and he said the prosecutor 
agreed. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Margaret Van Houten dismissed the 
racketeering activity, the most serious of 
the 20 charges. Murray said racketeering 
is impossible for a person working alone, 
which White was. 

On March 21, Judge Van Houten 
resentenced White on his other charges 
to time served. That amounted to 3 years 
and 98 days (1,453 credit days). He pled 
nolo contendere to the charges as he did in 
2015. His previous costs and fees assessed 
and owed remain in effect at $1,234,329.

White originally was sentenced by retired 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Dalton 
A. Roberson, who was on temporary duty 
with the court and filled in for Judge Van 
Houten on April 19, 2015 when White was 
sentenced the first time. 

Judge Roberson ordered White to pay 
restitution of more than $1.1 million to 14 
victims. It was noted at the time that there 
should be 25 names on the list since money 
White embezzled from several estates 
affected those who were due to inherit the 
money. 

Since White was incarcerated, several 
other people have told their stories to the 
Independent about how they had been 
defrauded by White, but had not come 
forward. Later, a real estate agent said 
some of the property work done by White 
in the past had to be corrected through 
court action. 

White is expected to return to the 
Belleville area upon his release from 
prison. He most recently was at the Central 
Michigan Correctional Facility in Gratiot 
County. His maximum discharge date was 
March 28, 2035, as listed on the Michigan 
Department of Corrections’ Offender
